Washington. April L'a.—Republi- 


can members of the house ways ami 
means committee virtually decided 
to Include in their soldier relief leg- 
Illation program a plan of paid up 
Insurance, its value to increase an- 
nually by compound interest, and 
OQ which loans could be obtained 
from any postoffice* 


With this addition, ex-service 


vmen might elect any one of the five 
following plans included in the Re- 
• publican program: 
A cash bonus 


of $1.25 a day for each day of serv- 
ice; aid in buying larm land, to be 
:reclaimed by the government; aid 
ta buying city homes; aid In their 
education; or the insurance. 


To popularize the last four plans, 


the Republicans propose to allow 
$1.75 a day for each day of service, 
.Instead of the $1.25 cash bonus, as 
the basis for computing farm and 
ft»me aid, loans s.nd the amount of 
financial aid each man might re- 
cetve in the form 
of educational 


training. 


The insurance plan, as such was 


raid by committeemen to be a "mis- 
nomer" but they declared it was 
the "most attractive" of all the 
five plans. 


The average period of service for 


World War veterans was 00 days, 
they\ sale, explaining .that 
under 


•the insurance pla'n the average vet- 
eran could receive a paid up Insur- 
ance policy of $1,857, payable to 
him in cash at the end of twenty 
years, or immediately to his heirs 
In event ^of death. 


The loan Value of the insurance 


'—denoted in the legislation as "ad- 
justed service certificates"—would 
not accrue until ;the end of 
the 


third year the plan had been in 
force, and at that time an ex-serv- 
.Ice man, with.a record of 400 days' 
service, woulfi t>e entitled to a loan 
Of $551. This would be the casb 
value of his "certificate'' at that 
time at 6 per cent interest com- 
pounded annually. 


Similarly, the 
veteran of 100 


davs' service -would be entitled tp, 
paid up twenty-year endowment in- 
surance of H64, with a cash sur- 
render or loan value of $137 in 
three years; the 200 day veteran to 
Insurance of $$28 -with a loan value 
of $275'; the *800rday veteran to 
Insurance of $1,392, with a. loan 
value of $413; and the 500-day vet- 
eran to insurance of $2,321, with ft 
loan value of $689.
